Francke’s Acid-Sulphite Process. 





Readers of THE JOURNAL have already had 
an account of the reduction of wood or other 
fibre by the Francke process, made by its repre- 
sentative who visited Sweden for the express 
purpose of investigating its methods and charac- 
ter. This process has just been patented in the 
United States, a patent having issued from the 
Patent Office on March 25. 

As is known, the purpose of Mr. Francke’s pro- 
cess to produce cheaply a solvent which will act 
upon the wood rapidly and still not destroy the 
strength of the fibre. This solvent is an acid sul- 
phite of an alkaline earth or an alkali; that is to 
say, a solution of such sulphite with an excess 
of sulphurous acid. A solution of moderate 
strength is employed with a high temperature 
and gentle, but constant, mechanical agitation. 
The apparatus employed consists of a tower or ' 
column, charged with fragments of limestone, 
kept wet by a shower of water, sulphurous acid, 
obtained by burning sulphur or by roasting or 
calcining sulphides being passed through the 





tower. The liquid or solvent, which is an acid 
sulphite, collects at the bottom of the tower and 
is conveyed to a boiler containing the wood, and 
beated to a temperature of about 300° Fahr. 

The drawings illustrate the form of the appa- 
ratus, Figure 1 representing a central vertical 
section of the tower and its contents, Fig. 2 a 
longitudinal section through the vessel in which 
the fibre is treated, and Fig. 3 across section | 
of the vessel. In these drawings A represents 
the tower, loosely filled with irregular lumps, a, | 
of carbonate of lime (ordinary limestone), sup- 
ported on a grate, B. 

E is a« tilting distributing vessel, to which 
water is supplied through a pipe, D, from an 
elevated tank, C, kept filled by a pump or other 
suitable means, and allowed to trickle down 
over the surfaces of the limestone below. There 
is a furnace (not represented) in which iron or 
copper pyrites are roasted, the sulphurous-acid 
fumes therefrom being led through the flue F 
into the base of the tower A and allowed to 
move upward through the interstices between 
the pieces of limestone a, that portion of the 
fumes not absorbed escaping freely at the top. 
The sulpburous acid is absorbed by the water, 
which, becoming acid, attacks the carbonate of 
lime, setting free the carbonic acid and com- 
bining with the lime, forming sulphite of lime. 
The conditions are such that a just sufficient 
quantity of free acid will remain in the solution, 
which will accumulate in the tank G at the bot- 
tom, and ultimately flow out through the pipe H 
into any suitable retaining reservoir. 

I represents anti-friction supporting-rollers 
mounted in fixed bearings. M is a cylindrical 
vessel resting thereon, and revolved slowly by a 
screw, L, operated by gears driven by a steam- 
engine or other suitable power through a belt, 
K. The vessel M has tubes, m, communicating 
between chambers M’ M?in the ends thereof. 
Steam at a pressure of four or five atmospheres 
is supplied from a boiler through a tightly- 
packed swiveling connection, J, at one end, and 
the water of condensation, with a small quan- 
tity of the steam, is allowed to escape at the 
other end, controlled by a suitable valve. The 
acid sulphite thus formed is pumped or other- 
wise supplied in the vessel M in such quantities 
that, with the wood, straw or other material 
also inserted, the vessel shall be about three- 
quarters full ; then the orifice through which it 
is charged and removed being tightly closed by 
a suitable cover and secured, so as to allow a 
considerable pressure within, the vessel M, with 
its contents, is rotated by the gearing, making, 
preferably, one revolution in about ten min- 
utes. The solution is received warm, and 
the’steam in the pipes m rapidly raises it to 
a temperature of about 300° Fahbr., with 
the corresponding pressure. The rotation of 
the vessel gives an efficient but moderate agita- 
tion. The proportion of solvent required varies 
according to the character of the material 
treated. It is said that from two thousand to 
twenty-five hundred gallons of the solvent gen- 
erally suffices for the production of one ton of 
wood fibre. For esparto, straw and the like, the 
quantity of solvent may be somewhat less; but 
the best proportions are soon learned by experi- 
ence, The material, having thus in the pres- 
ence of the solvent been subjected to heat and 
pressure with agitation from twelve to fifteen 
hours, is withdrawn from the vessel, and, being 
well washed with water, is in the condition of 
pulp ready for paper making, but when great 
whiteness is required may be bleached like ordi- 
nary pulp. 

A stationery vessel may be employed equip- 
ped for resisting internal pressure, in lieu of the 
revolving vessel M, extended steam-heating sur- 
faces or other efficient means being employed 








for rapidly imparting the required temperature, 
and suitable means being employed for effecting 
a continuous gentle agitation

William Weston is the Admiralty chemist at 
Portsmouth, and wasa member of the Boiler 
Committee, whose collective labors are worthy 
of all praise. It is due to him, however, to state 
that the system of protection finally adopted in 
the British Navy was initiated and worked out 
by him, with indefatigable pains and assiduity ; 
and that his method, whatever may be its short- 
comings when viewed in the light of later dis- 
covery, has worked so well that near half a mil- 
lion of money must have been saved to the 
navy and the British taxpayer since its intro- 
duction. 

Before the application of the galvanic princi-

ple, it was not an uncommon occurrence for the 
boilers of H. M.’s ships to be worn out in one 
commission, or, at least, to become so unsafe as 
to render their renewal necessary ; and, as a case 
in point, I may mention the Bellerophon, whose 
boilers had to be renewed after serving only one 
commission of three or four years, at a cost of 
some £30,000. 

A man who serves the Queen is content to do 
his duty, and must often do so without being 
singled outfor praise or reward even for special 
services; but in this paper I am at liberty to 
mention the name of Mr. Weston with honor 
and to claim for him the personal credit which 
is his just due. 

The mercantile marine has in a great measure 
followed in the wake of the navy; and zinc is 
now very largely employed in the fleets of all 
the large companies. Every possible method of 
fixing itin the boilers has been adopted with 
more or less success. Engineers who under- 
stood the principle of its action in forming with 
the iron a galvanic battery, have sought to se- 
cure metallic connection by many mechanical 
devices, while others, convinced of its efficacy, 
but not understanding its methods, have even 
thrown it loose into the boilers, to waste and 
crumble away to no purpose, 

Zine, indeed, had long been used with the ob- 
ject of depositing any minute particles of cop- 
per that might find their way into the boiler. 
It was useless for this purpose, as the Admiralty 
inquiry fully proved; but wherever it hap- 
pened to be connected with the iron, it became 
protective, by setting up electric action, which 
would continue for a short time, until oxi- 
dization of the zinc had broken the electric 
contact. | 

A superintendent engineer who was using 
zinc in his boilers, fixed to the iron, told me he 
did not believe in the galvanic theory, while in 
practice he was profiting by it; and when I | 
pointed out this fact, and asked him to explain | 
on what other principle the zinc could be pro- | 
tective, he was unable to answer me. 

Another engineer to an important company 
told mebe had a theory of his own, that what 
was called corrosion and pitting was nothing 
of the kind, but was solely the result of friction 
from the circulation of water in the boiler. 
On the other hand, the majority of superin- 
tendent engineers who have some knowledge 
of electricity and chemistry, are quick to appre 
ciate the truth of the now ascertained cause, 
and the scientific remedy. 

Among the numerous methods adopted for

fixing the plates in boilers, the plan patented by 
Mr. Phillips (formerly a member of the Admi- 
ralty Committee), was considered one of the 
best. It consists in attaching a plate of zinc to 


a stud or peg, 3 or 4inches long, projecting from | 
the shell of the boiler, the plate being screwed | 


on tightly by a nut, to insure close contact 


with the iron. This system, however, is 
liable to failure, like all other modes of 
mere mechanical attachment, as I shall 
be able to show; and the only means 


whereby it can be made at all successful is by 
introducing an excessive number of plates, at 
great expense, and by constantly examining, 
cleaning, and renewing them. I have known as 
many as thirty-eight plates fixed in each of six 
boilers in one ship on this system, and as 
many as fifty-six in one boiler of a ship of war 
on the Admiralty system. 

Now, it often happens that when one mind is 
moved to investigate in a particular direction, 
another, at a distance, is working to the same 
end ; and men unknown to each other are work- 
ing out the same problem, and arriving at simi-

lar conclusions. So it was in the application of 
zinc to steam boilers. While Mr. Weston was 
working up, step by step, to his present system, 
Mr. Hannay, of Glasgow, an electrician and 
chemist, alone in his laboratory, or watching 
experiments in steam factory or sea-going 
ships, was building up fact upon fact, and com- 
ing about the same time to the same conclusion 
in principle. In the application of that prin- 
ciple he made an important advance on other 
methods. 

I will endeavor, as briefly as possible to nar- 
rate his proceedings and describe his inven- 
tion. The investigation was commenced for 
the Allan Line of steamers, from Glasgow at 
the request of Allan Brothers, who, like all 
owners of steam-power, were deeply interested 
in the boiler question. 

The common theory held at that time was 
that free oxygen and carbonic acid in the water 
were the active causes of corrosion, and Mr. 
Hannay’s first experiments were directed to 
absorb the oxygen by the ordinary methods 
known to chemists, with the result, however, 
that corrosion continued. When an alkali 
was added to absorb the carbonic acid, prim- 
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ing was caused to such an extent as to be 


dangerous to the safety of the machinery. 
He may be said to have exhausted chemistry 
in his endeavor to find a means of stopping the 
decay ; but although he succeeded in removing 
every trace of free oxygen and carbonic acid, 
the corrosion still continued after six months of 
patient trial. He concluded, therefore, that 
while free oxygen and carbonic acid might 
help to corrode the boilers, they were certainly 
not the chief causes, 


It next occurred to him that certain parts | 
of the boiler more highly heated might, for | 
reasons familiar to science, have their surfaces | 


so altered as to cause them to become electro- | 


negative to the colder parts. This view was 
particularly impressed upon him from the fact 
that corrosion so often took place along certain 
well-defined lines, as, for instance, along the 
sides of the fire tube. 


was so deep that there was reason to apprehend | 


collapse of the furnace. The cold blast going to 
feed the fire kept the part where the corrosion 
was quite cool, while the flames kept the top 
very hot. 


Sometimes the corrosion | 


To test this theory, experiments were made 
with a boiler specially constructed to allow it to 
be heated in sections, and to stand a pressure of 
200 Ibs. to the square inch. Two iron plates 
were fixed in the boiler, one near the top, and 
the other near the bottom, and both were con- 
nected with a galvanometer, so that a current 
of electricity passing from one plate to the other 
could be detected and measured. The boiler 
was beated alternately more strongly at the top 
or the bottom, with the constant result that 
whenever the temperature rose above the boil- 
ing point, as in a steam-boiler, the cooler plate 
become positive, and wasted away. Thus the 
theory was lifted into the region of ascertained 
fact. 

Attempts were made to keep boilers in actual 
use more uniformly heated, but if corrosion 
were stopped in some places, it was sure to break 
out in others. 

It appeared, therefore, that the only way to 
prevent this corrosion was by making the iron 
all negative by a current stronger than that set 
up in the iron itself by differences in tempera- 
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ture. The current was estimated and found to 
be very small; a weak battery was fitted up, 
and the positive electrode, or wire, passed into 
the water of the boiler, the negative elec- 
trode being soldered to the outside of the 
boiler. 

After six months’ trial with this arrange- 
ment, it was found that corrosion had entirely 
ceased. 

Two important facts, therefore, were now made 
clear ; natural electric currents, so to speak, 
cause corrosion, and a stronger artificial current 
could be made to cure it. 

The experimental boiler was then again tried 
with the same arrangdment as before, but it 
was first filled with dilute acid. The current 
was kept going for three months, when it was 
found that the interior of the boiler was still 
quite free from corrosion, the acid having been 
powerless to injure it. 

The actual natural current between the 
metals being so very small, it was thought that 
instead of a battery, a simple galvanic couple, 
formed by a mass of zine within the boiler, 
properly connected with the iron, might be 
sufficient to overcome it,

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Printing Paper to Imitate Wood. 





This is a process for producing on the surface 
of paper a facsimile representation of the grain 
of wood, the purpose being to utilize the paper 
as a substitute for wood veneers and as a cov- 
ering for boxes, &c. It is adapted also to lea- 
ther, cloth and other flexible materials. 

In practice the wood design chosen for trans- 
fer is carefully prepared by first planing the 
surface of the wood perfectly smooth, without 
filling the grain. Powdered graphite is then 
applied to the wood surface, and smoothly and 
uniformly distributed upon it. An impression 
of the wood is then taken in wax. An electro-

The paper, 
cloth or other material is then taken, having 
a groundwork or solid tint the color of 
the wood to be copied, and 
the wood is then represented

upon the groundwork by printing thereon, by 


has been previously prepared by tinting to imi- 
tate the color of the wood of a facsimile or ex 
act copy of the knots, grains and lines of the 
wood. The color of these lines should be, of 
course, the color of the original lines, and the 
result is a reproduction of the appearance of the 
natural wood upon the paper or cloth. 

Another process for accomplishing like results 
consists in preparing the wood, as in the first 
instance, by making its surface smooth and 
level without filling the grain. The surface of 
the wood is then covered with printer’s ink, 
and white paper of the proper size and quality 
is then placed upon the inked surface of the 
wood and compressed uniformly thereon suf- 
ficiently to obtain a print therefrom. This 
print will show all the depressions of the 
wood which make the lines of the grain, 
knots, &c., in white, while the remainder of 
the surface of the wood will be represented by 
the black lines or field. The print thus formed 
is used in obtaining an electrotype by the photo- 
electrotype or any similar process, and the elec- 
trotype thus furnished will show the grain, 
knots, &c., in relief, and it is known as the 
“key” or ‘‘ outline” block. This electrotype is 
used in connection with another and preferably 
engraved plate, which prints upon the paper, 
&c., what is termed the “stains” or “* middle 
colors” of the wood, and this engraved plate 
includes that portion of the surface of the wood 
between the grain and not transferred to the 
grain or key-plate. 

In printing the paper or cloth selection is 
made of paper, cloth or leather which has the 
natural color or tint of the body of the wood. 
This can be done either by coloring the paper 
during its manufacture, or by printing the color 
or tint thereon, and upon the paper thus pre- 
pared printing the “ stain” or ‘* middle-color,” 
iy meacs of the mddie-stain plate, ina color to 
represent the color of such portions or stains of 
the natural wood, and this will represent upon 
the body-color the sections of the surface of the 
wood between the lines or grains. The elec- 
trotype is then used to print, in still darker 
color, the grain or lines of the wood, and as 
these are a facsimile of the original or natural 
grain or lines, the natural effects in substance 
and character of the wood as indicated by its 
grain or by knots or burl-wood is reproduced 
upon the paper or cloth. 


In lieu of making an impression of the grain 
of the wood by printer’s ink and paper, in the 
manner specified, the wood can be used as a 
‘* die,” so to speak, and the grain or lines can be 
taken in plaster-of-paris or stereotyper’s clay, 
which will be a negative of the pattern, and 
from which an obverse in lead or stereotype- 
metal may be obtained, and from which an- 
other electrotype, which may be termed a ‘‘re- 
lief,” shall be obtained. In lieu of this method 
of preparing the key and stain plates, the wood 
object may be used as a model and the grain or 
lines and intermediate sections copied upon the 
engraven blocks and cut therein. 

The key-block may be used as a model in de 
termining the stain-block by photographing it 
thereon, or in any of the usual ways. 

As some woods have more than one stain or 
middle color, it will be necessary, for properly 
representing them, to prepare as many stain- 
plates as there are colors or differences in tints, 
and to print therewith upon the paper, &c., 
in the various colors or tints of the original 
wood. y 

More delicate effects may be produced by 
printing the middle stains from stone or elec 
trotypes taken therefrom, and in preparing 
this stone the key-plate may be used for trans- 
ferring the grain thereto. ‘The stains are then 
engraved thereon, and the grain removed or 
destroyed. 
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A boiler-maker writes as follows to the Cin 
cinnati Artisan: ‘‘ 1 know some engineers who 
seemingly cannot understand the necessity of 
keeping a uniform water-line. They will have 
the boiler nearly full of water at one time and 
then run it down to the point of exposing the 
flues or crown-sheet. This is another cause 
of injury from unequal expansion. The 
parts of the boiler approaching the point of 
exposure to the intense heat of the furnace 
without the protection of water are not only 
unduly expanded but weakened by the heat. 
The strength of black iron at a white heat can 
easily be determined by making the experi 
ment at a smith’s forge or a common stove. A 
constant water-supply to the boiler and a posi- 
tively uniform water-line will greatly increase 
the power of the boiler, by lessening the danger 
of clogging the furnace by over-firing when the 
pump is throwing a full head of water, or by

Holyoke Notes. 





(Fao TOUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.} 
Hotyoxe, Mass., April 3, 1884. 

We hear from many sources of the unusually 
dull trade in the large cities in most branches of 
business, although right here at bome it isn’t 
very apparent yet. The Western orders, 
though, are coming in rather slowly, it is said, 
owing in part, probably, to the demoralization 
to business caused by the floods. But the cus- 
tomers of the Holyoke mills are so widely scat- 
tered that the condition of business does not de- 
pend upon any one section. We do not have 
any distinct spring trade or fall trade as we used 
to have, but the demand is more steady, as 
when the spurts do come they do not follow the 
seasons. 

The river has been high enough this week to 
keep some of the mills on half-power. News 
was received from the north on Saturday which 
led the Water Power Company to believe the 
water would reach an unusual height the next 
day, and the Sunday morning paper cautioned 
those living on the low lands to be on the watch. 
No harm was done, and, as there are no dwell- 
ings very near the river, I do not know what 


danger was anticipated, unless it was that the | 


dam would go away, and I think that no one 
supposes there is any likelihood of this. Al- 
though it is true the first dam proved too feeble 
and was carried off on the first trial of its 
strength, the present structure has withstood a 
good many freshets and is apparently as strong 
asever. The company anticipates building a 
stone dam some time, but it will probably not 
be begun for some years, and then it will doubt- 
less be so constructed as to cause no interruption 
to business. 

The Whiting Paper Company is now begin- 
ning to send out goods from its new envelope 
and card department. 

High water brings down large quantities of 
driftwood, mostly stray logs left on dry ground 
from last year’s drive, and the poor people here 
find both fun and profit in gathering it. There 
is often danger, too, mixed with the fun, and 
the other day’a man came very near being 
carried over the dam while in pursuit of a huge 
log. When the water is high the current be- 
comes very strong and boatmen sometimes get 
caught and swept over the dam. 

Buchanan, Bolt & Co., the Fourdrinier wire 
makers, have built a new office at their factory. 

The Winona Paper Company has put in a 
new 80 horse-power steam boiler. 

The Holyoke Glazed Paper and Card Company 
has been offered land at Brightwood, in Spring- 
field, free, if it will locate there. Other good 
offers have also been made, but perhaps it will 
still remain a Holyoke concern in fact as well 
as in name. 

In one place in New Hampshire the water is 


said to be the highest known in thirty years. § ~ 


James Ramoge, of the Chemical and Newton 
Paper companies, has been chosen treasurer of 
Unity Church and also a member of the Stand- 
ing Committee. 

The Agawam Paper Company, of Mittineaque, 
has ordered a 100 horse-power steel steam 
boiler. 

The Montague Paper Company, of Turner’s 
Falls, has bought for $50,000 the building which 
it leased a few years ago of the John Russell 
Cutlery Company, with the privilege of pur- 
chasing it. The latter company would have 
been glad to retain it. Having bought the 
property, the Montague Company has contract- 
ed for additional water-power, and now has 
8,000 horse-power. 

The suspicions concerning the origin of the 
fire which destroyed John Doolan’s stock house 
and stock at South Hadley Falls last January 
have taken shape in the action of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, in announcing the 
offer of a reward of $500 for the conviction of 
the possible incendiary. The offer holds one 
year. 

The Claxton failure at Philadelphia will not 
be felt much here, as far as I have learned. It 
is said that the house will make a compromise 
if possible. H. 


The Morrison Bill. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Wasuineton, March 31. 

It was apparent before the holding of the 
Democratic caucus that a tariff discussion in the 
House was inevitable, but the conclusion of thay 
convention is not only definite as to what is to 
ensue, but it points plainly to results that are 
not encouraging to those who have precipitated 
the issue. 

If we trace the inner influences that have 
brought about the present conflict between the 
opposing sections of the Democratic party as it 
is represented in the House, we shall find that 
what is now denominated a revenue reform 
movement, is not really possessed of dimensions 
that entitle it to a place among the topics that the 
political parties magnify into national import- 
ance, 

We see arrayed on the one side, Mr. Morrison, 
who doubtless claims credit for being the cham- 
pion of free trade ; and, on the other hand, Mr. 
Randall, who is the constant and conservative 
supporter of the principles of protection de- 
manded by his constituents ; but underneath 
what is conspicuously apparent there exists a 
feeling of animosity between these two Demo- 
cratic leaders, that has prevailed during the 
past ten years. 

When Michael C. Kerr, of Indiana, was the 
successful candidate for Speaker against Mr. 
Randall, Morrison was his supporter, and he be- 
came, by the favor of Mr. Kerr, Chairman of 
the Committee of Ways and Means. He was 
one of the Speaker’s many injudicious selec- 
tions. Mr. Randall was made Chairman of the 


extended to the defeated candidate. The death 
of Speaker Kerr, which occurred within the 
year, gave Mr. Randall the succession, and in 
the exercise of his power, Mr. Morrison was re- 
tired and Fernando Wood was made chairman 
of the Committee on Ways and Means. In the 
race between Blackburn and Randall Mr. Mor- 
rison supported the Kentuckian. Mr. Randall 
won the prize, and Mr. Morrison retained his 
place in the ranks. In the recent contest Mr. 


Morrison labored zealously for Carlisle, and re- |

It enabled the Southern members to 
go for Mr. Carlisle solidly for principle, which 
was preferable to an appearance of sectional 
bias ; but the South is not so anxious for free 
trade as it is for political predominance ; and 
this is true of all the sections from whence Mr. 
Morrison claims and is conceded support. 

Inasmuch as the passage of the Morrison or 
any other reductive bill is an impossibility ; in- 
asmuch asthe Morrison bill is the product of a 
Morrison alternative ; inasmuch as the bill can- 
not pass, and a large proportion of the men who 
affect to favor it are not anxious for such a re- 
sult, the present agitation should be composing 
rather than depressing to the business interests.

A day’s tour among the different branches of 
the paper trade failed in bringing to light any- 
thing of a startling nature. A fair amount of 
trade is doing in all lines pertaining to the paper 
business, but the market is devoid of any special 
activity. Though the prices of paper still con- 
tinue to rule very low, a feeling seems to be en- 
tertained among some of the hopeful ones that 
better days are not far off. 

In paper stocks some little business is doing, 
but not enough to cause any commotion in trade 
circles. Many of the New England wills take 
stock on the first of May, and, in consequence, 
they are not inclined to lay in much of a future 
supply. Sales of stock during the present 
month are not expected to be very large, only 
such as will meet present requirements. The 
amount of stock in the hands of jobbers is not 
over large. Domestics are reported very scarce 
Collections during the past months have been 
very light, but with the coming of good weather 
the rag pickers will become more numerous and 
their daily pickings will soon place domestics in 
better shape. 

The bleach market is demoralized, having suf- 
fered a further drop in figures. Quotations now 
range from 1%<c. to 2c. The late reduction of 
another five per cent. by the manufacturers 
abroad was expected to stiffen prices and pre- 
vent a decline, but this expectation proved a 
delusion, It is very evident that the market is 
over-stocked with bleaching powders, the ar- 
rivals for the past week being some 600 casks. 
Dealers claim that after this accumulation is 
worked off higher prices will be obtained. So 
long as the receipts are larger than the demands 
the market is in a favorable condition for 
buyers. The imports of bleach into this market 
for last year were about 20,000 tons, making the 
weekly average disposition somewhere near 400 
tons. Just what another week will develop for 
bleach is beyond the power of prognostication ; 
possibly another reduction is in order.

Glazed is quoted 
at 6}¢c., this quality being in the best demand. 
Unglazed is commanding 6c. The same kind of 
wrappings in light colors is selling for 5c. In 
manillas a very good trade is doing, prices re- 
maining at old figures.

Wise & Van Horn, printers, Philadelphia, 
Pa., have failed and have been sold out by the 
sheriff. 


A meeting of the creditors of W. Butler & 
Co., paper manufacturers, Philadelphia, was 
held on Monday, March 31, at the office of the 
firm’s attorney, Samuel L. Thompson, 506 Wal- 
nut street, Philadelphia. The firm had been in 
business about sixteen months and started with 
a capital of $5,800. It paid $2,500 for the pur- 
chase of the mill and gave a mortgage of $3,000 
on it ; $1,000 was also paid for boilers and other 
machinery, leaving an available capital of 
$2,300. The depression in trade and the neces- 
sity of investing a great deal more money in 
supplementary machinery is the cause of the 
failure. The liabilities amount to $13,242 and 
the available assets to $6,769.54. The firm pro- 
poses to pay fifty cents on the dollar in three 
unsecured payments, at 12, 15 and 18 months. 
All of the creditors present at the meeting ac- 
cepted this offer, which is expected to meet with 
the assent of all. 


Claxton & Co., book publishers, Philadelphia, 
have suspended. The liabilities are over $150,- 
000, of which $100,000 is personal debts and $50,- 
000 for merchandise. The firm has not been 
regarded as making any progress for some time 
past. Their publishing business was not large, 
but they had a good jobbing trade. The failure 
was due to anextremely dull trade during the 
past year. The firm had been previously doing 
a profitable business. It is the intention of the 
firm to ask for an extension, which will prob- 
ably begiven. It has requested all of the houses 
which sell it goods to give it a week’s credit for 
all goods sold the firm since the 2d inst. A 
statement will be made in a few days and sent 
out to the creditors. It has been known 
for some time in the book and stationery trade 
in this city that the firm was embarrassed, but 
this was only thought to be temporary, and 
hence its credit was very good. The announce- 
ment of the failure took the trade by surprise 
here, as the creditors had received no intima- 
tion of it beyond the fact that the extension 
was desired. William Barnes, of the firm of

NICHOLAS TRUBNER. 


A London despatch announces the death there | 


on Monday of Nicholas Triibner, the well known 
bookseller and bibliographer. He was of 
English origin and was born at Heidelberg, June 
12, 1817. He was employed in several large 
English libraries, and in 1843 became connected 
with the house of the Longmans, when he fa- 
miliarized himself with the literatures of the 
principal countries of Europe. In 1852 he founded 
for himself a house which rapidly was extended, 
especially in its relations with the United States. 
He himself paid a visit to this country and made 
a tour through the principal cities. In 1859 he 
published a ‘* Bibliographical Guide to American 
Literature.” Subsequently he visited the prin- 
cipal cities of the Orient. In 1865 he founded 
Triibner’s ‘‘ American and Oriental Literary 
Record,” devoted chiefly to the language, 
philology, archeology and philosophy of the 
Orient. Among other publications of his were 
‘*Sketches from Flemish Life,” translated from 
the Flemish of Hendrick Conscience, and an 
edition by himself of H. E. Ludewig’s ‘ Litera- 
ture of American Aboriginal Languages.” The 
whole edition of his ‘‘ Bibliographical Guide” 
was sold in four months. Encouraged by this, 
he continued his researches, extended his plan, 
and four years later issued a new and exhaustive 
edition. It was highly praised by the news- 
papers of thiscountry, England and France, and 
is still considered an invaluable work. Mr. 
Triibner was also a frequent contributor to pe- 
riodicals. One of his contributions was a valu- 
able paper on Lucien Bonaparte’s visit to the 
Basque Provinces, in the Critic, London, 1856, 
He also published a series of letters in the 
Athenceum in the same year. 





HENRY BAINBRIDGE. 

Henry Bainbridge, one of the best-known 
members of the stationery trade in this city, 
and, indeed, in the country, died on Saturday, 
March 29, at his home, No. 76 Lefferts place, 
Brooklyn, of Bright’s disease.

Obituary. 





FREDERICK LEYPOLDT. 
Frederick Leypoldt, the well-known biblio- 
grapher and publisher, died at his residence, No. 
964 Sixth avenue, New York, on Monday morn- 
ing, of cerebral congestion, after an illness of 
three weeks. Mr. Leypoldt was born at Stutt- 
gart, Wurtemberg, in 1837. He came to this

country when seventeen years old and entered | 


the employ of F. Christern, a dealer in foreign | 


books. In 1859 he opened a foreign book store 
of his own in Philadelphia, in connection with 


which he established a French circulating library | 


and also published several books. In 1865 he 
came to this city and established the firm of 
Leypoldt & Holt, publishers, the junior partner 
being Henry Holt. 
the publication of the Weekly Trade Circular, 
which subsequently became 
Weekly. The Publishers’ Trade List Annual 
was started in 1873. Two years later Mr. Ley- 
poldt began the work of his life, ‘‘The Ameri- 
can Catalogue,” which was completed in 1880, 
and which forms one of the most thorough 
bibliographies in existence. In addition, Mr. 
Leypoldt has also published the Library Jour- 
nal, the Literary News, and the ‘*‘ Index Medi- 
cus.” To the first-named he contributed valu- 
able articles on library management and 
economy. In addition to his periodicals Mr. 
Leypoldt has written and complied a number 
of bibliographical works and French and Ger- 
man text-books. Much of his work was up-hill 
and unremunerative, but he never seemed to 
take the latter fact into consideration. He was 
an indefatigable worker, and the disease from 
which he died was the result of too close appli- 
cation. ‘* He literally worked night and day,” 
said a gentleman yesterday, who knew him 
well. He was an enthusiastic lover of books, 
and had acquired an enviable reputation as a 
publisher of foreign works. He leaves a widow 
and three children. 

Funeral services were held on Wednesday 
morning at nine o’clock at the residence of the 
deceased. Interment was at Woodlawn Ceme- 
tery. 

On Wednesday at two o’clock P. M. a meeting 
of the book trade was held at A. C. Armstrong 
& Sons, No. 714 Broadway, to take action re- 
garding the death of Mr. Leypoldt. 

Peter Carter, of Carter Brothers, presided.

He was born inthe village of Hudders- 
field, Yorkshire, England. In 1849 he came to 
New York and found employment with his 
brother Richard, who was a stationer at No. 47 
Cliff street. Richard Bainbridge failed after 
the panic of 1857, and Henry Bainbridge in 1858 
began business fgr himself, opening his office at 
No. 48 John street. He was joined in 1863 by 
his other brother, John George Bainbridge, who 
had also been in the employ of Richard, and 
throughout the war the house did a prosperous 
business. 

The present business of the firm was estab- 
| lished at Nos. 99 and 101 William street in 1860, 
the partners being Henry Bainbridge and John 
George Bainbridge. It began in a very humble 
way, but rapidly increased from a few thou- 
| sands of dollars annually to its present magni- 
tude of over half a million. The members of 


| the firm owed this result to their energy and 


at the same time liberal but cautious and con- 


| servative dealing. They built up not only a 


very large domestic trade, but a considerable 
export business. They also did an extensive 


| import trade, being, in fact, the pioneer impor- 


ters of fine stationery and stationers’ specialties 
Their introduction of foreign 
goods had a wholesome effect on home trade, as 
it stimulated enterprise and inventive genius, 
and opened up a profitable way for the invest- 
ment of capital. 

Henry Bainbridge, the head of the firm, came 


to be looked upon as an authority on all trade | 


points connected with the stationery business. 
Remarkable fidelity to truth, a keen sense of 
honesty, and his old-fashioned notions of the 
proper method of doing business were the sali- 
ent points of his character. Though very bluff 
and outspoken as a man, Mr. Bainbridge pos-
